Directors are not paid for their services; 
actual expenses are covered, at least in part, 
from their division’s annual appropriation. 

The directors are the actual makers of 
League policies. They select the president, 
vice presidents and several other officers. 
They supervise the activities of the head- 
quarters staff, the routine activities being 
delegated to a general manager, presently 
Dave Sumner, K1ZZ, who serves at their 
pleasure. 


The directors do not meet in secret. 
Their proceedings are regularly published 
in QST, including the voting records of 
each. Thus a member can determine if his 
director’s representation agrees with his 
own desires—if not, a change can be made 
at the next election. 

How does a director learn what the 
individual amateurs want? By personal con- 
tact, on the air, by phone, letter or (yuck) E- 
mail, and by visiting clubs and hamfests 
and soliciting comments. A staff of assis- 
tant directors (appointed by the director) 
help to maintain contact at the local level 
and report to the director. Since all Hams 


will not agree on any one topic, it is certain ° 


the director will take some actions which 
some will think are wrong. The directors do 
make all effon to do as the majority would 
like. For this, obviously, the constructive 
feedback is essential. 

What topics have the directors studied 
in recent months? From the minutes of the 
January ’97 meeting a random partial list: 
Advisory committtee procedures, repeater 
coordination as provided by the National 
Frequency Coordinator’s Council (not a 
part of the ARRL); Amateur Radio aboard 
the future International Space Station, fre- 
quency allocation, FCC enforcement activ- 
ities (or lack thereof), league finances and 
FCC rules on RF exposure, to name a few. 

We expect Kay will tell us about the 
topics of greatest current interest, with her 
opinions and her need to know what actions 
we would have her take. The floor will be 
open for questions; we suggest you prepare 
questions ahead of time, and make them 
available early in the meeting. Several top- 
ics are not controlled by ARRL, its direc- 
tors or members, such as F.C.C. enforce- 
ment efforts and repeater coordination.

What Does An ARRL Director Do? 
An Insider’s Look at the ARRL 
By Dave Heller, K3TX Assistant 
Director, Atlantic Division 


The American Radio Relay League 
(ARRL) is a non-profit membership corpo- 


ration open to all persons interested in 
Amateur Radio, but with full voting mem- 
bership limited to licensed Amateurs. Its 
business is generally conducted by a paid 
headquarters staff in its owned premises in 
Newington, Connecticut. This staff has no 
authority whatever to make League policy. 
That responsibility lies with the directors. 

There are fifteen directors plus a simi- 
lar number of vice directors, each repre- 
senting a geographic division. We are part 
of the Atlantic Division, encompassing 
western New York, Pennsylvania, South- 
em New Jersey, Delaware, D.C. and Mary- 
land. 

Directors and vice directors are elected 
by the full membership of their division for 
two-year terms. A director nomination may 
be made by petition of ten full members. 
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data. The field has been physically re- 
moved from the data stream. At least some 
call sign lookup systems could be affected 
by this change. 

Aea Inks Deals To Sell Product Lines 

Advanced Electronic Applications 
(AEA) has closed deals to sell its product 
lines to two other companies, but the AEA 
name will live on. Former AEA Chairman 
Mike Lamb, N7ML, says AEA’s line of 
antennas, antenna analyzers and cable-test- 
ing equipment was sold, effective March 7, 
to Tempo Research of Vista, California. 
Tempo will handle all technical support, 
warranty and after-warranty service and 
plans to produce the products in the anten- 
na, antenna analyzer and cable-testing line 
that AEA had been producing before it 
ceased operation late last year. Tempo will 
continue the AEA name under a separate 
division. Lamb says he will assume a pri- 
mary marketing position with the new divi- 
sion. 

Lamb said he’s excited about the pros- 
pect of continuing a role with a portion of 
the AEA product line that he had a particu- 
lar interest in. He said he hopes to work on 
new product development as well. 

Timewave Technology of St Paul, Min- 
nesota—already a major name in ham radio 
gear—is buying the rights to all other AEA 
products, including its digital line. But Time- 
wave president Randy Gawtry, KOCBH, 
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product line before calling. “Watch our 
Web page,” he said (it’s at http:// 
www.timewave.com). Gawtry says a pur- 
chase agreement is in place, and Timewave 
is in the process of making the product line 
transition from AEA to Timewave and hopes 
to be manufacturing products soon. Time- 
wave will have the right to use the AEA 
name for one year (AEA model numbers 
will be continued, however). Gawtry said 
Timewave also will handle technical sup- 
port and warranty and after-warranty ser- 
vice for the new product line, which will 
includes AEA’s DSP-232 multimode TNC, 
introduced last year.

Some lines 
have a weather covering and appear to be 
insulated, but they are not. Stay away from 
electrical devices such as meters, trans- 
formers, and substations.

Ham Radio Volunteer Services Bill 
Introduced 

Good news for ham radio volunteers: 
the Amateur Radio Volunteer Services Act 
of 1997 (HR 1013)}—introduced this week 
by US Rep Anna Eshoo of California. If 
enacted, the bill would place volunteers in 
the Volunteer Examination Program and 
the Amateur Auxiliary under the protec- 
tions of the Federal Tort Claims Act by 
affording them the same legal protections 
as employees of the Federal Government 
while they’re carrying out such volunteer 
duties. “This bill would help protect the 
personal liability of volunteer Amateur 
Radio operators while performing duties on 
behalf of the Federal Government,” Eshoo 
said in introducing the measure. As she 
explained it on the House floor, it’s simply 
a question of fairness for volunteers, who 
risk damaging lawsuits while saving the 
government time and money. The bill was 
introduced with 21 cosponsors hailing from 
both parties. 

HR 1013 is nearly identical to a bill 
introduced last year but not enacted and 
similar to a unanimously accepted amend- 
ment to the FCC reauthorization bill that 
Eshoo herself offered last year in the Com- 
merce Committee. , 

On the House floor, Eshoo outlined the 
rationale behind the Amateur Radio Volun- 
teer Services Act of 1997 in these words, 
and urged her colleagues to support the bill: 

“Amateur Radio operators are self-reg- 
ulated, with volunteer operators monitor- 
ing the airwaves for violations and admin- 
istering licensing exams. This volunteer 
corps saves countless hours of staff time 
and resources for the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission; however, because they 


are not Federal employees, they put their 
personal assets at risk in the event of ac- 
tions taken against them as a result of their 
volunteer service to the Government.” 

“It is simply unfair that these volun- 
teers who are saving the Government time 
and resources should have to risk their 
personal assets in carrying out their service. 
The Amateur Radio Volunteer Services Act 
would classify those individuals donating 
their time and expertise to maintaining the 
quality of the Amateur Radio airwaves as 
Federal employees only for the purpose of 


actions taken against them in the perfor- , 


mance of their duties as self-regulators. 
This action will ensure the continued via- 


bility of the amateur radio community and . 


continue to save the FCC and the Federal 
Government time and money that would 
otherwise need to be expended.” 

Ham Radio Grows In 1996 

Good news: The number of licensed 
Amateur Radio operators in the US rose by 
approximately 1.9% last year! FCC statis- 
tics show that ham ranks increased by 12,207 
from December 1995 to December 1996. 
During 1996, 28,854 new licenses were 
issued by the FCC, while another 13,926 
hams upgraded their operating privileges. 

Not-so-good news: During January 
1997, the total number of hams dropped by 
641 (possibly due to the cancellation or 
expiration of the licenses of deceased hams). 
The number of new and upgrading hams 
also was off slightly last month compared to 
the month previous. 

Bad news: The number of applications 
forwarded to the FCC by the ARRL-VEC 
for new and upgraded licenses during 1996 
was down by 5198 over the previous year. 
That represents a 16% drop—consistent

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FCC Expected to Unveil Plans 
For Two Airwave Auctions 


WASHINGTON — Federal regulators are 
expected this week to set plans for two long- 
awaited auctions of valuable airwaves, in- 
cluding one for an emerging wireless tech- 
nology that could bring new competition to 
the local-telephone and cable-television 
businesses. 

Wireless operators, long-distance 
phone companies, electric utilities and tele- 
communications entrepreneurs are eager to 
bid for licenses to use huge chunks of the 
amateur radio spectrum to transmit voices, 
pictures and data. 


Wireless Auction 

Up for grabs: Licenses to use most of 
the amateur radio megahertz of electro- 
magnetic spectrum in each of nearly 500 
markets nationwide. Repeater frequencies 
are much in demand by those with the 
following uses: Transmitting voices, pic- 
tures and data via small, flat antennas that 
can rest on a windowsill. Expected bidders: 
All sorts of telecommunications compa- 
nies, but Baby Bells and cable operators 
will be barred from bidding on licenses in 
their home territories. 

“While the auctions for PCS frequen- 
cies were very specific about how the fre- 
quencies could be used, rules governing 
LMDS usage are more liberal and for a 
bigger chunk of amateur radio bandwidth,” 
said April Folly, director of wireless strat- 
egy for MCI Communications Corp. 


New Radio Service 

The auction rules have been delayed in 
recent weeks because FCC commissioners 
couldn’t agree on what amateur radio spec- 
trum would be available. 


The technology operates with small, 
flat antennas that communicate with larger 
antennas mounted on towers. It has tended 
to work poorly in heavy rains and fog, but 
industry officials say they are working to 
fix the problem. Operators also could run 
into resistance from cities that increasingly 
are blocking the construction of new anten- 
na towers. However ham towers could be 
seized as the FCC has decided that the 
amateur radio service no longer serves the 
public necessity. &

ecently, I had the opportunity to 
“sample” two amateur radio repair 


acilities for defective walkie-talk- 
ies. My first failure occurred when my 
trusty KENWOOD TH-31BT, a small 220 
hand held, ceased providing receive audio. 
I was able to check several stages here at 
work, eliminating the audio amplifier and 
some subsequent stages. The failure was 
narrowed to an IF stage or possibly a crystal 
failure. All of my observations were includ- 
ed with the radio, in writing, and it was sent 
off to the “Kenwood Service Center” in 
nearby Virginia Beach, VA. For the record, 
this location is a “DBA” location (“doing 
business as”) and is NOT actually part of 
the Kenwood family. In fact, Kenwood is 
OUT of the repair AND parts business. The 
three “centers” now repairing Kenwood 
amateur products are all privately owned. 

After phoning the center to determine 
their return procedures, I packaged the unit, 
and requested an “estimate for repair.”” About 
a week later, I received a postcard that 
acknowledged receipt of my radio. On this 
card, it outlines my assigned “claim num- 
ber’, serial number of the radio and date 
received. Further, it points out that they are 
presently repairing radios received some 
eighteen days prior to mine. In the body of 
the correspondence, it indicates after out- 
lining estimate procedures for HF equip- 
ment, “...We will call on any other unit if 
the repair would exceed $100.00. Shipping 
and handling are an additional charge.” I 
begin my wait! 

Moving on to radio number two. I 
purchased a YAESU hand held a few weeks 
ago, model FT-50R, to be specific, and 
contacted YAESU for instructions on 


MARS/CAP modification. Let me caution 
you that the modification instructions pro- 
vided BY YAESU were vastly different 
from the ones provided by HRO, the store 
where the radio was purchased. Anyway, 
with the “optional” TTP installed, I pro- 
ceeded to remove the jumper that provides 
out-of-band operation. After resetting the 
radio, all seemed fine until I returned home. 
Here, the CPU failed—big time! Here we 
go again. 

I phoned the YAESU facility in Cerri- 
tos, CA. and was met with helpful service 
techs that attempted to talk me through a 
complete reset of the unit. This proved to be 
futile. Back to the word processor and the 
UPS man. Fortunately for me, YAESU 
agreed to repair my radio under warranty, 
estimating a 1-week turnaround. 

Here’s where the two stories begin to 
blend. While I’m “waiting” for an estimate 
from Kenwood, an estimate that I was as- 
sured I would receive, since after all, I 
requested one in writing, I received a call 
from the mailroom here at work. “The UPS 
guys has a C.O.D. package for you....” A 
what?? C.O.D, I usually don’t receive any 
packages from vendors C.O.D.; can’t be my 
repair, I haven’t heard from KENWOOD 
yet! Sure enough, $14.80 later, I signed for 
a small box from Virginia Beach. My unit 
was “BEYOND ECONOMIC REPAIR.” 
Hmmmm, what the #$%@&% does this 
mean? Yes, the radio is old. There’s no 
argument here. However, have YOU priced 
220 equipment lately?? Believe me, it’s 
worth holding onto the “old stuff’. The 
correspondence provided to Kenwood 
would have cut 75% of the fact finding, 
what’s going on here? Well, Kenwood Ser- 
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Thanks for the e-mails, it’s great to be able to stay in touch even 
though I have to suffer through all this sunshine and heat in Florida. 


Don, thanks for the offer but why don’t we just let the mailings stay 


as they are. 


I am having my mail forwarded and it has been coming 


down here pretty promptly. We will be heading back north about the 
middle of next month so it would hardly be worth your effort.

RADIO AMATEUR CALLBOOK 
GOES CD-ROM ONLY 

It’s the end of an era for The Radio Amateur 
Callbook. Publisher Bob Hughes announced 
March 17 in a letter to Callbook distributors 
that the comany is phasing out its tele- 
phone-book-size paper North American and 
international editions in favor of its CD- 
ROM product. The 1997 Callbook—the 
75th edition—will be the last hard-copy 
version available. The letter cited “rising 
costs and increasing demand for electronic 
publishing” as the reasons for the compa- 
ny’s decision to concentrate on the CD- 
ROM version, which includes worldwide 
listings. North American and international 
editions of the paper Callbook, a staple for 
years in many active ham shacks, sell for 
around $40, while the CD-ROM sells for 
around $50. The Callbook began publish- 
ing in 1920. Radio Amateur Callbook is 
produced by Watson-Guptill Publications. 

The spring CD-ROM edition of the 
Callbook will be available at the Dayton 
Hamfest, Hughes told distributors. 

According to Hughes’ letter, the com- 


es and labor costs and we have a repair 
“valued” at $227.77! Ironically, if we’re 
considering what’s economically feasible 
to be repaired, this radio was not, its initial 
cost was just over $300! 

Now granted, aside from the fact I’m 
talking about HTs, I’m probably comparing 
apples to oranges, or actually, Kenwood to 
Yaesu, but the issue here is how these two 
repairs were treated. One, full of promise 
but ending in a cheesey C.O.D. charge, and 
yes, let’s save that long distance call, we 
just won’t issue an estimate for this one.

The 
former Eimac glass-tube manufacturing 
facility has been sold and relocated from 
Salt Lake City, Utah, to Easton, Pennsylva- 
nia. The new company, Triton, moved the 
former Eimac plant “lock, stock and barrel” 
from Utah to Pennsylvania, said Mark Hoff- 
man, a senior scientist at Triton. In all, it 
took 16 tractor-trailer loads to move the 
plant’s manufacturing equipment and in- 
ventories across the country. For now, Tri- 
ton is manufacturing 46 different Eimac 
and Westinghouse tube types, including the 
popular 3-500Z, 4-400A and 4-400C.
